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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1987 was the year that the State’s major East-West Northern Tier artery was suddenly 
detoured through the center of town. It was also the year that many of our major downtown 
construction projects were scheduled to begin. So while we were learning to cope with 
increased traffic we were also replacing the sidewalks in the center, replacing the water mains 
and extending the sewer out East River Street. Shades of Boston? But it was also a year of 
great fulfillment. When the year began less than half the lots in the Industrial park were 
occupied, now they are all entirely spoken for, and five of them have nearly completed 
construction.This will create at least another 250 jobs and realize some $75,000 in taxes 
yearly. 


The Board of Selectman reorganized following the election with Ronald Hurlburt, 
chairman and Roland P. Nutter, Jr. clerk and third member Charles Baker. The interdepart- 
mental meetings arising out of last year’s development pressures became a quarterly insti- 
tution. Citizen participation increased with the formation of several new committees: the 
School Building, Sewer infrastructure, Recycling, Ambulance/EMT, Solid Waste, and the 
Millers River Waterfront Commission. The Arts Lottery Council hosted a very successful 
festival in the park that we hope will become an annual event. 


The computerization of Town Hall reached the hardware stage this year, and the 
Government Study Committee held several meetings and put the finishing touches on their 
proposed charter. Town Hall was honored to host the unveiling of the Millers River 
Watershed Model, D.E.Q.E.’s 5-year report on the river’s water quality, and the fine Bi- 
Centennial play, “The Other Boston Tea Party”. 


Grants were secured to upgrade lighting and seating at Veteran’s Park and the energy 
efficient ceiling and roof at the Armory. Superintendent David Bramhall increased traffic to 
the ground floor of Memorial Hall by becoming the Pioneer Valley Museum of Industry’s 
first tenant as the school space problem reached critical mass. Besides the search for 
educational space, the Town examined proposals for another industrial park, another welland 
another parking lot. An incentive aid grant as well as these development pressures enabled 
us to hire a Town Planner, Bill Scott, to aid in these deliberations. The town suffered the loss 
of two valued public servants in Gerhard Royce, Finance Committee, and Clarence E. 
Goodnow, Assessor from 1944 to 1980. In November 1986 Greg Balukonis resigned as 
Administrative Assistant to take a position in Littleton. In January he was succeeded by 
Stephen W. Smyder, and the position of Selectmen’s Secretary, vacated in August by 
Dorothy J. Miller was filled in October by Wendy Lundgren. The Board would like to thank 
these and all the Town Departments and involved citizens for a successful 1987 and solicit 
your continued support for the upcoming year.

The Executive Director of the agency is Nancy A. Wood. 


The regular meetings of the Orange Housing Authority Board are held on the second 
Tuesday of the month at 7:30 P.M. These meetings are held in the Community Building at 
Colonial Acres. 


The Orange Housing Authority is presently administering two rental assistance 
programs on behalf of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development. 


The 667 program consists of 56 one bedroom elderly (62 or older) and handicapped 
units located at Colonial Acres, 200 East River Street. This project is also managed by the 
Orange Hqusing Authority. The vacant units are filled off a waiting list basis. Priority is given 
to homeless people who meet the criteria of the Orange Housing Authority Emergency Case 
Plan, and people who work or reside in Orange. Eligibility requirements are based on income. 
Assets can not exceed $15,000. The adjusted annual income limit for 1 person = $11,480.00. 
2 persons = $13,120.00. 


The $75,000.00 Modernization Grant-Phase II that was awarded to the O.H.A. last year 
is being utilized for new roofs and added insulation to each of the 8 buildings. This work 
should begin in March or April. 


On December 11, 1987 , the O.H.A. was awarded $12,593.00 for the Phase III 
Modernization Program, for Colonial Acres. This will be used to update our emergency 
equipment. 


The Orange Housing Authority also administers the 707 Rental Assistance program for 
the Executive Office of Communities and Development. This program provides rental 
assistance to families who rent properties that are managed independent of the O.H.A. We 
have 45 707 MHFA units at Pine Crest Apartments and 10 Scattered Site 707 units in the 
community. This year we have been awarded 8 Emergency Access 707 units that are being 
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used in the community, but designated to be used by only Priority Cases. The 707 Programs 
observe a Local Preference for Orange Residents. 


Any vacancies for the 707 Program are filled off a waiting list. Income guidelines are 
based on adjusted income and by the number of family members. Applications can obtained 
at the office which is located in Building 3 of Colonial Acres. The Orange Housing Authority 
provides Equal Housing Opportunity. 


Over the past year, the Orange Housing Authority underwenta State Audit for the Fiscal 
Years of 1985 and 1986. This agency also received a positive management rating from the 
Executive Office of Communities and Development. 

The members of the Board of the Orange Housing Authority wish to thank the local 
organizations, Town employees, all groups and all individuals who have made Colonial 
Acres safe and enjoyable for the residents. Your services, programs and donations were 
greatly appreciated.

REPORT OF THE COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT OFFICE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectman: 


The Community Development Office administers the Town’s economic development 
grant and loan programs. 


The following grants were received: 


Economic Development Set Aside 


Huntington Homes $100,000 
Economic Development Set Aside 

Production Tool & Grinding $136,611 
FY87 Massachusetts Small Cities Program $440,798 
Municipal Advance Program 2,000 


The following activities were accomplished: 


Nineteen housing units were brought up to State Sanitary Code standards through the 
Housing Rehabilitation Loan Program. Five units are currently under construction. 
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3,100 feet of water main were replaced along East River Street. 


Downtown sidewalks were replaced as part of the continuing Streets and Sidewalk 
Improvement Project. 


Assistance was provided for the construction of seven downtown signs. 
A staff position was funded for the Athol-Orange Family Inn. 


In addition to the Economic Development Set Aside loans, one commercial and one 
industrial loan was made. 


The FY84 and FY85 Masssachusetts Small Cities Programs, jointly administered with 
Town of Athol, have been completed.

REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNER & PLANNING BOARD 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Orange Town Planner and. Planning Board are pleased to submit to the Town of 
Orange this 1987 Annual Report. 


Starting in June the first months of the Planners’ task involved the restructuring of the 
Planning Board files. To facilitate tracking of development in the Town the information from 
these files was entered by the Planner onto computer database. The following is an account 
of the data from 1985 to February 1988. 


The increase in development proposals has not subsided, in fact ithas escalated further. 
In 1985 a total of 80 lots were approved. In 1986 189 lots were approved and 103 
condominium units were approved. Combining the lots and condominium units of 1986 and 
comparing this to 1985 approvals indicates more than a 300% increase in potential residential 
units. 


In 1987 this increase has continued. For 1987 95 lots have been approved. As of 


February 1988 proposals submitted in 1987 include 210 units and 74 lots. The 1987 approved 
and submitted proposals totals 379 potential units, an increase from 292 submitted in 1986. 
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While Orange is in need of a Master Plan. Open Space Plan, and Capital Improvements 
Plan, updating the current zoning and subdivision regulations takes priority. Therefore to 
mitigate future impacts new Subdivision Regulations and Zoning By-law amendments are 
being drafted.

To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


On behalf of the Town’s Police Department I hereby submit our annual report for the 
year 1987. 


On July 6th., 1987 the department instituted ‘’full-time’’ manning of our Police facility. 
Under the excellent direction and guidance of our administrative assistant, Mrs. Brenda Carr, 
this new program has proven to be invaluable both to the department and the public that we 
serve. 
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Cell Block Re-tro Fitting: We have met the mandates of Massachusetts General 
Laws, by renovating and retro-fitting our four (4) cells. This meets the requirements for 
“Suicide Prevention” as the law applies to local “lock-up” facilities. 


Standardized Service Revolvers: All uniform members of the department now 
carry the same types of “on duty” revolvers. 


Portable Radios: The department has completed its five (5) year plan of re-placing 
the older (10-15 yrs.) portable radios that each officer carries. All officers have now been 
issued modern radio equipment. 


Detour: Additional officers for “peak” traffic times has cost the Town approximately 
five thousand dollars ($5,000). Our State Representative, Carmen Buell is attempting to gain 
re-imbursement for the Town, for this un-foreseen expense.

SUPERINTENDENT OF FIRE ALARMS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
The following report is submitted for the year ending 12/31/87. 


The year 1987 saw an increase in services for Fire Alarm and the completion of 
numerous projects started in previous years. 
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A long overdue improvement was made in the Fire Station with the addition of a night 
light switch which tums on the house lights upstairs, and also on the apparatus floor. Other 
improvements in the Station were the replacement of the stand-by batteries. 


Outside work consisted of removing Box 41 from East River and South Main Streets. 
The Box was stripped of all paint and repainted and relocated to Putnam and Fountain Streets. 
The former Box 114 was also repainted and retimed to Box 3191 which is located on the East 
River Street Extension. 


InJuly 10,000 feet of Rural C Wire was ordered, and we were able tocomplete the South 
Main Street Circuit 3 change over. 


In August the Fire Alarm Superintendent attended and passed the International 
Municipal Signal Association’s Schooling and certification exam held in Providence, Rhode 
Island. 


In the Fall we were able torun the new wire on Mechanic, East Main, and Bacon Streets, 
thus eliminating another trouble spot. We were also able to extend the Circuit 1 to the top of 
Logan Avenue. 


Circuit 2, North Main Street, was extended to Clark Avenue, and Circuit 4 was extended 
to West River and Briggs Streets. 


Along with the new construction, all normal maintenance was carried out on all circuits. 
Pole changes were done as needed, lines were cleared and trimmed, and boxes were tested 
quarterly. One hundred fifty-eight boxes required service consisting of short hooks, rewind- 
ing, resetting, and insurance tests. 


All of the above work was performed by the Superintendent of Fire Alarms and the 
Permanent Fire Fighters, with the assistance of other Department Heads.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

I herewith submit the report of the Highway Department for the year 1987. 

The work of the Highway Department has been the regular upkeep of streets, roads, 
sidewalks and bridges not included in Chapter 90. The Highway Department participated in 
oiling at Mahar Regional. 

Construction of new parking area at Dexter Park School. 

Iron rail fences were repaired 


Numerous sidewalks were patched. 


Holes in streets and roads were patched with 252 tons bit asphalt and 683.35 yards of 
gravel. 


6,500 gallons of liquid asphalt and 200 yards of stone was applied to streets and roads. 
80.33 tons of bit concrete was used in paving streets and sidewalks. 

Sand boxes were filled with sand for public use. 

Sand without salt was delivered to individual homes. 

Snow was cleared from side Walks and sand was applied when necessary. 


Parking lots were plowed and sanded at Mahar Regional School, Butterfield School, 
Dexter Park School, the Armory and the Town parking lots. 


Storm drains and drop-inlets were cleaned and numerous culverts were replaced. 


350 tons of chemicals and approximately 4,000 yards of sand were applied to streets and 
roads. 


Runways, taxiways and parking lots were plowed and patched at the airport. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 
Mayo Road project 75% completed. 


MUNICIPAL BUILDINGS 
A new roof was put on one section of the Highway Garage. 
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General upkeep was maintained at the Highway Garage. 


SEWERS 
Numerous lines from streets to houses as well as main lines were unplugged. 


700 feet of sewer lines was replaced between Winter and Grove Streets. 
Broken sewer lines were replaced. 

Various lines to new houses were laid. 

Lines were thawed when frozen. 


WASTE WATER TREATMENT PLANT 
Total flow at the treatment plant was 374.36 million gallons. 


Average flow per month 31.2 million gallons. 
Total rainfall 41.44 — average acidity was 4.55 PH. 
53.5 tons of dry solids were wasted from the system and taken to the town landfill. 


Chemicals used, sodium hypochirite 5,183 gallons, polymer 225 pounds, 10 gallons of 
aqua lime, 104 bags of lime and 300 gallons of ferric chloride. 


The town received $2,098.54 from the Mass. Local Aid Fund Chapter 58 Section 15A 
for up to 50% reimbursement of chemical cost associated with Chlorination and sludge 
dewatering. An additional amount to be received in 1988. 


The Mass. Division of Water Pollution Control conducted operation and maintenance 
inspection. An excellent report was given to the facility. 


The facility participated in the Massachusetts Acid Rain Monitoring Project, for the 
fifth consecutive year. 


The Waste Water Treatment facility received an exceptionally high rating from the 
Massachusetts Division of Water Pollution Control following their operation and mainte- 
nance inspection of the facility. 


LANDFILL 
Thousands of tons of household rubbish plus demolition material was deposited. 


Thousands of yards of fill were brought in and used for cover and to maintain the barn 
per D.E.Q.E. orders. 
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New engineering and design work was started. 
The Town of New Salem contracted to use Orange Land Fill. 
PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS 

Grass at Butterfield Park and Memorial Park was mowed, hedges trimmed, bushes cut, 
leaves and grass raked up and disposed of. 

Bleachers and dugouts were repaired and painted. 

Tennis courts and basketball courts at Butterfield Park were kept clean and maintained. 

Portable latrines were installed at Butterfield Park and Lake Mattawa. 


Sand was trucked to the beach at Lake Mattawa. 


The grounds and equipment were maintained at the West Main Street, Bicentennial and 
North Orange Parks and Adams Street Parks. 


Shrubs and grass were trimmed and mowed at the Municipal Parking lots and the 
Industrial Air Park.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


As Tree Warden I accomplished a great deal of what I wanted to in 1987. 


In the spring I planted 14 new trees: Norway and Crimson Maples and small leaf 
Lindens at various roadside locations in Town. I had a total of 36 trees taken down to stumps. 
The majority were dead, dangerous, or storm-damaged; and a couple of cases were due to 
people putting in new driveways. I also did a lot of trimming, mostly dead branches over 
public ways. I trimmed 20 trees in Town, 2 trees in Orange Common; and I have done some 
work in the North Orange Common for safety purposes. . 


When summer came, I sprayed several spots in Town for poison ivy (around guard rails, 
signs, bridges, and fire hydrants). When the new trees I planted were infested with aphids and 
Japanese beetles, I sprayed them with pesticides. I have also done work on trees at the Town 
Park, for the Cemetery Commission, and Mahar Regional High School. 


I wish to give special thanks to the following: Glenn Belloli from Massachusetts 
Electric for his cooperation in Town, Lloyd Chadbourne of Orange who works for Asplundh 
Tree Service, Timothy Sargent, Larry Harris, John Widelo, and everyone else who has helped 
me in tree work.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Orange Libraries sponsored or participated ina number of special programs during 
the past year: 


Observance of the Bicentennial of the U. S. Constitution. 

Wheeler Memorial Library was one of 62 libraries in New England chosen to host a 
reading and discussion program on “New England and the Constitution.” As part of this 
program, the play “The Other Boston Tea Party” was performed in the Town Hall by 
members of Theater in Process, a Boston group. 


In addition, the Library showed three films about the events surrounding the 
Constitution: “Johnny Tremain,” “Inventing a Nation,” and “A Little Rebellion Now and 
Then 


A program of songs and stories performed by children’s librarian Lester Scafidi was 
also presented, using 17th century musical instruments. 


Grants Received 

A $2,000 grant from the Massachusetts Board of Library Trustees was received to 
strengthen the Library’s collection of U.S. history materials. Similar awards were made to 
other libraries participating in the Constitutional bicentennial observance. 


Another grant from the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners for $5,960 was 
received to fund an audio cassette core collection. This will allow the purchase of 300 audio 
tapes and related materials to be used by the Wheeler Memorial Library, Moore Leland 
Library in North Orange, and the Warwick Free Public Library. 


A cooperative grant with the Athol Public Library and the New Salem Public Library 
has provided money to purchase video cassettes to be shared by the three libraries. 


A $1,000 grant from the Arts Lottery Council funded the ‘Orange Turns to Books”’ 
program. The program offered an alternative to TV watching and attracted 95 participants. 


Summer Reading Program 

“Wild About Reading” and “Wild About Reading Read-To-Me” were the themes of the 
summer program which attracted nearly 200 children to the Library. The program was 
directed by children’s librarian Lester Scafidi. In addition, a new program for children less 
than three years of age and their parents was inaugurated with much success; this program 
features songs, stories, and books. 


MS ReadaThon 
The library participated in the annual MS ReadaThon, sponsored by the Massachusetts 
Chapter of the National Multiple Sclerosis Society. Young people in Western Massachusetts 
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participating in this program read 4,700 books and with the help of their friends and familics 
raised $12,000 to supportresearch and services for the 6,000 people in western Massachusetts 
who are crippled with MS. 


Volunteers 

The Library continues to receive generous help from the Friends of the Orange Public 
Libraries. This group raises money for our Library programs. Mildred Edminster has 
succeeded Roberta Smith as president. 


Other volunteers are Candace Cross, who gives seven hours a week in the children’s 
department; Constance Cormier, who delivers books to Colonial Acres and Redbrook every 
three weeks; and Elizabeth Tomlinson, who weekly delivers books to the Eastern Star Home. 


Trustees 

The Orange Libraries lost a faithful friend and able trustee with the passing of Ruth 
Friedman. Her family has created the Ruth Friedman Memorial Fund in her memory. Pamela 
Oddy has been appointed to serve the remainder of Ruth Friedman’s term. 


Other Matters 

The Library increasingly becomes a popular meeting place for various community 
groups: Cub Scouts, Girl Scouts, a genealogical society, the Orange Historical Society, the 
Extension Office, Kiwanis Club, Franklin County Regional Housing Authority, North 
Quabbin Family Day Care Providers, the Orange Arts Lottery Council. 


The Library Trustees have undertaken a survey of the space needs at Wheeler Memorial 
Library and are in the process of interviewing library building consultants to assess future 
space needs. Last year the Town voted an appropriation for such a consultation.

The airport’s non-directional radio beacon, for instrument approaches to the 
Orange Airport, was updated with modern equipment. This project was totally 
funded by the state. 

A pre-application for state funding to install obstruction hazard lighting was 
approved by the Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission. 

Runway 1/19 was repainted to meet Federal Aviation Administration require- 
ments. 

New wind monitoring equipment was installed to provide arriving and departing 
aircraft with wind velocity and direction information. 

The airport’s fire, rescue vehicle was conditioned for service. 

The Commission acquired the services of Noah Edminster as project coordinator 
to assist in airport improvement projects and grant programs. 

City Engines, Inc. established a separate corporation; Consolidated Fuel Sys- 
tems, Inc., to manufacture and distribute replacement carburetor parts. 

Silver Eagle Aviation, anew aircraft flight training, chapter, and rental operation 
was established at the airport. 

Mehr Charter Inc., began operation at the airport to provide charter services. 
Six new aircraft hangers were constructed on leased land in 1987. 

The 11th annual New England Regional Fly-In and the Central Mass. Gas Steam 
and Machinery Association “Yankee engine-uity” Exhibition were once again 
a huge success, with an estimated crowd of 30,000 people. The airport recorded 
over 1,000 aircraft movements during the show. 

The Athol-Orange Aero Club Inc., one of the oldest active flying clubs in the 
country, celebrated it’s 50th anniversary. 

A building leased to The Experimental Aircraft Association Chapter 726 was 
relocated to the west end of the airport. 


The Commission wishes to thank all those who donated their time and services during 
the past year.

REPORT OF THE ORANGE ARTS LOTTERY COUNCIL 


This year has been one of accomplishment for the Council. We have allocated $8,230 
over the past 2 funding cycles. Funding for the Massachusetts Arts Lottery Council comes 
from a very small percentage of the Megabucks profits. This year has seen a tremendous 
growth in positions for funds. In addition, anew event for the Town of Orange was established 
with the production of an Arts and Music Festival. 


We saw a Substantial increase in applications to the PASS program. Through this 
program we were able to reach many elementary children. Allocations of other lottery funds 
provided additional help in bringing the arts to the children of Orange. Some examples of 
projects partially funded by lottery funds are a 6th grade attendance fora performance of “But 
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I’m Just a Kid,” 4th grade attendance of “James and the Giant Peach,” and an attendance by 
Dexter Park students of “Adventures of Paddington.” A musician, Peter O’Malley, will 
provide 2 performances with puppets for grades K-6. Orange Head Start will receive funds 
for 2 events; one a program about Valentine’s Day with a professional story teller, the other 
a family picnic with music and stories. High school art students will be going on an art 
museum trip to Boston. The Robbins-Zust Family Marionettes will present a show for all 
ages. 


Senior citizens received funds for a concert, “Sounds of Seniors.” A doll-making class 
is being funded. These are all examples of projects from this past funding cycle. Also included 
was partial funding of Allen Young’s publication of a book about the Millers River area with 
copies to be distributed free to local schools and libraries. “Local Songwriters in Concert” 
which is a free open concert put on by Pat and Tex LaMountain featuring auditions of local 
talent will be funded. A month long project sponsored by Wheeler Memorial Library called 
“Orange Turns to Books” will also be funded. 


Other past projects have included a free series of classical music, various craft 
workshops, and book discussions led by authors and experts from specific fields of study. 
Performance groups from various cultural backgrounds have appeared in the schools through 
lottery funding. These are groups such as Ensemble Afrique, New English Song and Dance, 
and Bartholomew’s Fair. 


Families in whole and young adults were target areas we felt were not as well benefited. 
Our answer to this, the Reaching for Arts Festival in August. The program included folk 
music by Scott Smith and Lester Scafidi, 30-40’s jazz by Nat Needle and Company, rock 
music by Red, Hot, and Blue and reggae by the Soul Rebels. Craftspeople were also included 
at the festival. Funding was provided by MALC, the Town of Orange, donations from town 
business people, and fees from concessionaires. Through the fund-raising efforts of the 
Council, we were able to return $320.00 to the Town of Orange. The festival was deemed a 
success by all who attended. We feel encouraged to attempt the festival again in 1988.

Report of The Superintendent of Schools for 1987 


I herewith submit my fifteenth report as Superintendent of the Orange Public Elemen- 
tary Schools. 


NEED FOR A NEW ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 

In mid-January, the Orange Board of Selectmen appointed Keith Lyman, Pamela 
DeJackome, Michael Roche, William Rogers and David Bramhall to a School Building 
Needs Committee (SBNC). Its charge was study the building needs of the elementary schools 
and report back to the Annual Town Meeting on May 4, 1987. 


The SBNC completed its assignment, and on March 26, 1987 issued its report which 
included three recommendations. They were: 1.) That the Town appropriate money for a 
School Building Committee to hire an architect and provide plans for a new elementary 
school, 2.) that a School Building Committee be formed, and 3.) that this Committee bring 
a building appropriation request before the Town by November. 


During this time, a building proposal was also being formulated by the Mahar District. 
Forces there incorrectly suggested that a middle school would solve Orange’s school building 
problems. Debate at Town Meeting centered on this aspect of the issue and the article 
providing the funding of an architect was narrowly defeated on a two-thirds vote. 


In order to improve communication between the elementary districts and the regional 
district, Moderator Ken Duffy suggested that he host a joint meeting. This was done in late 
May. Moderator Duffy asked the three school superintendents involved to put their heads 
together and come up with a joint statement that would clarify the issues. 


On July 13, 1987 Superintendents Bramhall, Knowlton and Lubinsky responded to 
Moderator Duffy’s charge with a five point proposal that recognized the need for Orange to 
build an elementary school and for the Region to propose a middle school addition or building 
while maintaining the current grade levels of the four districts. 


On September 2, School Building Committee (SBC) members Keith Lyman, Pamela 
DeJackome, Michael Roche, Patricia Andrews, Janet MacDonald, Joanna Leclerc, Alan 
Rickert, Dennis Parsons, and William Rogers met and reviewed the work of the SBNC and 
the events of the past four months. The SBC also decided to again inspect the schools and seek 
input from the staff and School Committee. The SBC determined that the best course of action 
was to build a new elementary school and it asked the Orange School Committee in October 
if it were willing to “vigorously pursue building an elementary school?’’ The School 
Committee voted affirmatively. 
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As the year closed, the SBC was at work formulating another proposal to fund an 
architect to be acted upon at the expected special Town Meeting in February. 


SPACE CONSTRAINTS 

The available space within the schools determines to a great degree the program 
offered. Discussion of pupil-teacher ratios, special needs programs, administrative offices, 
and kindergarten classes all took place within that context. 


The School Committee voted to lease/purchase a four classroom relocatable school 
building to be attached to the Dexter Park School. Because the initial bids came in too high, 
the Committee re-bid the project but finally had to settle for a price higher than anticipated. 
Further difficulties ensued regarding the design and at year’s end we still had no definite 
delivery date. Until its arrival, Kindergarten classes will continue to be held in rented quarters 
at St. Mary’s Parish Center. 


The School Committee continued its policy of alow pupil-teacher ratio by adding a fifth 
section each to grades three and four. Unfortunately this meant that at Dexter Park School the 
library would cease to operate and become a third grade classroom. In like manner, at 
Butterfield, the Superintendent’s Office became a fifth section of fourth grade. The faculty 
room at Dexter Park became a small group instruction area and the teachers had to eat their 
lunches behind the stage curtain, a most unsatisfactory arrangement. 


The Superintendent’s Office was moved to the ground floor of Memorial Hall under 
a lease arrangement with the Pioneer Valley Industrial Museum and the Orange Board of 
Selectmen. This move proved particularly vexing as we wrestled with replacement of the 
heating system, lighting, moving computers and the like. But we survived the trauma and we 
believe that this office location should suffice for many years to come. 


ROUTE 2 DETOUR 

The closing of the Route 2 bridge in Wendell and the detour of Route 2 traffic from 
February on, caused considerable concern over the safety of the school children who walk 
to school or bus students who have to cross a street against this traffic. 


The Orange Police Department immediately stationed an officer in the square to help 
the children cross and the pedestrian signal at Carroll’s Corner was lengthened. The School 
Committee also added a crossing guard at this intersection in the fall. 


The schools, with the help of the police safety officer, emphasized traffic safety 
education and the school bus stop monitors were given additional training and supervision. 


What is important to emphasize here is that this situation required the cooperation of 
the schools, police and parents and the response was very gratifying. 
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MASSACHUSETTS EDUCATIONAL ASSESSMENT PROGRAM (MEAP) 
Our students did not fare well on this test of reading, mathematics and science curricular 

in April of 1986. Our consultant hired to study the results indicated that she felt our reading 

program needed some fine tuning but that overall our students should have scored better. 


We putinto practice her suggestions and took advantage of the opportunity to again test 
our third graders in April of 1987. 


The resulting scores were considerably higher than the previous year’s and actually 
exceeded our expectations a bit. We cautiously concluded that the first testing was a bit 
suspect but that the earlier results had caused us to take a very beneficial look at the reading 
curriculum. 


BASIC SKILLS TESTING 

The State also mandated statewide basic skills testing of students in Grades 3,6, and 9. 
The initial testing took place in October in the areas of reading, mathematics, and writing. The 
results will be reported back in January or February, 1988. Unlike the MEAP, acurricula test, 
the Basic Skills will test individual student performance. 


STUDENT CONDUCT MANUAL 

The Courts have ruled that our student’s basic constitutional rights “do not end at the 
schoolhouse door.’’ Therefore, even though we are an elementary school district only, we are 
required to put student rules and regulations in writing and to give each youngster a copy. 
Victor Spar, the School Psychologist headed up the team that put this manual together. 


GOVERNOR’S ALLIANCE AGAINST DRUGS 

Shortly after we distributed the new Student Conduct Manual, the Orange School 
Committee approved our participation in the Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs, a statewide 
effort to educate our youth to say, “No!’’ to drug/alcohol use. Included in the program was 
the forging of aMemorandum of Understanding between the Orange Police Department and 
the Orange Superintendent of Schools as to how we would involve the police in cases of 
suspected student drug/alcohol use or possession. Simply put, we made it very clear that we 
will not tolerate such behavior in our schools. 


CHILD ABUSE/NEGLECT 

In November the Orange School Committee voted to adopt the film Now I Can Tell You 
My Secret which deals with the subject of child sexual abuse. This film was produced by the 
Walt Disney Company and handles this very sensitive subject in a very tasteful manner. The 
film’s message is simply how to recognize the abuse for what it is, and how to get help if it 
is occurring. Plans are now underway to schedule the showing of the film and to provide back- 
up services to any student requiring it. 


BUTTERFIELD SCHOOL PRINCIPALSHIP 


After thirty-nine years service in our schools as a principal, Robert J. Gaudet 
announced his retirement on the day he was to begin his summer vacation. While we were 
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surprised, we were also happy that Bob now had the opportunity to enjoy his retirement in 
good health. All of us felt it a bit odd to begin another school year without him at the helm, 
but we remain grateful for his many years of leadership. 


We advertised widely for a replacement and received over thirty applicants of which 
we interviewed six. In late August, the Orange School Committee appointed Mr. Thomas 
Vennochi of Melrose to this post. 


STATE AND FEDERAL GRANTS 

I would be remiss if I did not report on the rather extraordinary financial assistance we 
received from the State and Federal governments, over and above the Chapter 70 State Aid 
which supports about 75% of the entire school budget. 


Principal Peter Farrell, Jr. wrote and directed the Chapter I Grant in the amount of 
$96,981. This grant provides for remedial assistance to economically disadvantaged stu- 
dents. Principal Farrell also wrote and directs Project ELAM which also provides remedial 
assistance to students achieving at levels lower than their potential. This grant from the State 
amounts to $62,961. 


Principal Thomas Vennochi wrote and administered the Federal Block Grant in the 
amount of $10,222. This grant continues to be used for the purchase of computers. Over the 
past few years, with these monies, we have purchased over $50,000 worth of personal 
computers for student use. Mr. Vennochi also wrote and administers a $1,542 grant from the 
Governors Alliance Against Drugs. 


Special Education Administrator Victor Spar wrote and administered a Federal grant, 
Project Focus under PL 94-142 in the amount of $46,110. This grant helps to provide speech 
and guidance services to special needs students. 


In addition to the above, the two schools received $7,652 for use by the School 
Improvement Councils. And the Superintendent’s Office administers $156,000 in an Equal 
Educational Opportunity Grant which is meant to help decrease the gap between the current 
per pupil expenditure with that of the statewide average. This office also administered a 
Professional Development Fund Grant in the amount of $27,241. 


Adding all of these grants and funds together, we received a total of $408,709 in 
assistance and makes it possible to provide for our students’ needs with a much more 
comprehensive and varied program. When we add this to the State Aid of $1,515,000 we can 
see that the Commonwealth takes very seriously its responsibility for helping with the cost 
of educating the youth of the Orange Elementary Schools.

The school continues to provide a quality technical education to its students. Although 
there is a decline in enrollment, following that general national trend, the school facilities are 
being utilized to the utmost. Greenfield Community College continues to take advantage of 
the opportunity to use the property to coordinate the Tech Connection workshops. The 
Department of Youth Services has also availed itself of a training program at the school, and 
an adult secretarial program for senior aides is sponsored through GCC. 


The faculty are to be particularly commended for participation in the Horace Mann 
Grants. The committee has received several enlightening explanations of various proposals 
which aid the student body toward better learning habits. 


We would like to extend best wishes to several staff members who have retired during 
the year. Our sincere gratitude is expressed to Roger Burt for his dedicated service to the 
school as Vocational Coordinator for eight years. We wish Rick Spooner well. He was a 
vocational auto body instructor for 11 years, one of the members of the first faculty. We 
express a hope for better health for Duncan Upton who has officially retired from Plant 
Maintenance after being on medical leave. We will miss seeing Betty Gleba preside over the 
cafeteria and her genuine interest in the school image, as she leaves the Cafeteria Manager’s 
position. Good luck also is wished for John Stokarski, retiring as Building and Grounds 
Superintendent after a tenure which began April, 1976, before classes started. 


There have also been some changes in committee membership during the year. Two 
long time members stepped down and have had successors appointed — Fred MacNeill of 
Bermadston resigned and was succeeded by Robert Murley; and Fredericka Fellows of 
Warwick was followed by George Day, Jr. Dr. Arthur Shaw of Orange was replaced by Jane 
Laughton, who joined Leona Cloutier as the Orange representatives.

Calendar Year January 1, 1987 to December 31, 1987 


I am pleased to submit my third annual report of the administration of the Franklin 
County Technical School. As in previous reports, I will briefly report only on those 
significant events that have contributed to our school’s growth and progress during this past 
year. 


The student enrollment decreases which have been in evidence in the nation, state, and 
county high schools for the past five years, has materialized in the Tech School enrollment. 
Although the decline in high school age students will continue to be pronounced for at least 
two more years, the Franklin County Technical School will continue to maintain acceptable 
student loads. This is due to the fact that the non-district towns are continuing to send a large 
number of tuitioned students to our school and the addition of Orange to the District. Also, 
the percentage of enrollment decline in the county’s high schools appears to be offset by a 
continuing increased percentage of District student applications.

As in every year since this school’s opening, perhaps the most serious problem facing 
this School District is the major handicap of attempting to establish educationally sound and 
fiscally responsive operational budgets nearly two years in advance of the expenditure 
calendar for those budgets. This difficulty is compounded by the fact that nearly fifty percent 
of the cost of every regional school budget is borne by state reimbursements. When, as it often 
happens, the state changes reimbursement projections, after local budgets have been 
finalized, the results are destructive to effective budget analysis and management. 


This year has been highlighted by the implementing of the Educational Reform Act 
(Chapter 188). In addition the Tech School continues to receive National recognition for its 
exemplary program dealing with Sex Equity and Non-Traditional Programs. 


As in the past, a large number of community service projects were completed by our 
school production shops. The annual house building project (being built this year in 
Montague) is our major project, however, a large number of District towns benefited from 
the skills of our student body. We have also been involved ina number of remodeling projects 
at County Senior Citizen Centers. 


The Tech School continues to receive a large and varied number of federal grants 


allocated to curricula improvement. The school receives in excess of two hundred thousand 
dollars in direct grant dollars to assist us in developing a large number of vocational and 
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special education programs. Furthermore, a number of our area businesses and industrial 
firms donated valuable materials, equipment, and services to our school. 


Our work experience and cooperative work programs continue to be very effective job 
placement vehicles for the Tech School student. As of September 1987, our Senior placement 
record was as follows:

COMMITTEE HELD ON JANUARY 5, 1988, IT WAS VOTED TO ACCEPT THE 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT AND ADOPT IT AS THE REPORT OF THE 
REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT COMMITTEE. 


To the members of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School Committee and the voters of 
the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District, I herewith submit my Annual Report as 
Superintendent. 


The report to the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District Committee covers the period 
January 1, 1987 to December 31, 1987. As such, all reports cover the final half of the 1986- 
1987 Fiscal Year and the first half of the 1987-1988 Fiscal Year. 


GRANTS 


Block Grant, Education Consolidation and Improvement Act (ECIA) of 
1981, Chapter 2 for $10,091.00. 


These funds were used to upgrade accounts payable software and to purchase a check 
protector and printer for the Superintendent’s Office. They also provided an additional 
computer for the Drafting Lab. 


Chapter I Grant $79,249.00 

This is the third year Mahar has accepted and used the Chapter I funds. These funds 
provide a stipend for a Program Director. Miss Judy Curley, and salaries for two full-time 
teachers, Mrs. Sandra Rehler and Mrs. Betsy Pelz. These monies are also used to purchase 
instructional materials for these classes which are designed to aid students who function 
below grade level in language art skills. 

Drop Out Prevention Program III $39,179.35. 

This is a Chapter 188 Essential Skills Discretionary Grant. It provides the salary for the 
Program Director, Anna Karola and stipends for a Summer Program Leader and for student 
academic tutors. The Mahar Drop-Out Prevention Program was featured in a nation-wide 
report of exemplary drop-out prevention programs in high schools. 

Equal Education Opportunity Grant for $14,435.00 

This is a Chapter 188 Grant which provided salaries for two full-time media aides. 
Carl D. Perkins Vocational Education Act, Public Law 98-524 Grant 
$20,000.00 

This grant funds the Parenting Education Project and provides a salary for a part-time 


Project Director as well as materials for education and support of pregnant and parenting 
teens. 


Carl D. Perkins Vocational Education Act, Public Law 98-524 Grant 
$16,183.00 

There are five projects funded with this grant. They include: 

1. Handicapped Tech Education Training II 

2. Handicapped Career Guidance II 

3. Technology Education Training Plus II 

4. Disadvantaged Career Guidance II 


5. Technology Educational Expansion II 
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Monies received in this grant provide a CAD Aide, John Richardson, computer 
equipment, software programs, and other supplies used to aid disadvantaged and handi- 
capped students in learning an entry-level career in the Computer Aided Drafting field. 


Project PACE IX, Public Law 94-142, Title VI-B Grant $36,835.00 


This grant provides for a full-time Home/School Liaison person for special needs 
student tutoring and materials for students who need remedial assistance. 


Professional Development Grant $11,396.00 


This is a Chapter 188 Grant which is used to provide extras compensation to teachers 
based on evaluation of performance. This is the first of two payments in this fiscal year. 


Remediation of Basic Skills (ROBS) II Grant $60,071.00 


This is a Chapter 188 Essential Skills Remedial Program Grant which provides three 
full-time Para-Professional Teacher Aides, Lisa Geiger, Denise Martowski, and Rosemary 
Ellison. Money is also used to purchase Reading, English, and Math software programs and 
other high interest, low-level materials for student use. 


School Improvement Council Grant $8,289.00 


This is a Chapter 188 Grant which is used to enrich the school program. A School 
Improvement Council consisting of community representatives, parents, staff, and students 
reviewed program needs at Mahar. On the Council’s recommendation, this money was used 
to install a new speaker system in the auditorium and to reinstate assembly programs. One 
assembly has been presented to students this school year with more student enrichment 
programs being planned. 


Horace Mann Grant $8,291.00 


These monies are used to compensate staff for developing professional programs 
beyond that normally expected of staff. 


The distribution of money endorsed by the Mahar Teachers Association and approved 
by the School Committee include updating and revising the Industrial Arts Program of 
Studies; developing standardized post-tests for Algebra I, Algebra Il, and Geometry to 
provide an effective evaluation tool by which the Department can more accurately define 
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curriculum and instructional needs; developing a field trip program in the Social Science 
Department which will include all students and allow them first-hand observation of topics 
and concepts studied in the classroom; aiding foreign exchange students in adjusting to 
Mahar, and helping to insure them a positive academic and social experience. 


School Building Improvement and Repairs 


New seats and carpeting have been installed in the Kermit W. Cook Auditorium. The 
auditorium is once again an attractive and comfortable place to house events for students and 
for the public. 


New bleachers have been constructed on the visitors side of the football field. This was 
necessitated when the old bleachers failed to pass safety inspection. Again, because of failure 
to meet safety codes, gymnasium bleachers were repaired and new railings installed. 


The on-going roof refurbishing has continued with the junior high wing completed this 
year. 


A new boiler to provide hot water for the cafeteria was installed when the old one failed 
after 30 years of service and was deemed to be beyond repair. 


Mahar Program/Facilities Needs Study Committee 


A Study Committee was appointed to examine space and facilities needs at Mahar and 
to make recommendations to the School Committee. Membership includes school staff, and 
officials, parents and citizens of each of the member towns. This Committee has inquired into 
the needs of the local elementary systems, their building plans, and their effect on the Mahar 
region as well as the needs of the Mahar structure. One focus of their study has been the 
Middle School concept. 


It is expected that their report will include recommendations on the feasibility of a 
Middle School program and the impact the implementation would have upon the instruc- 
tional program of the high school. 


New Principal 


The search for a new Principal, which began following the resignation of Alan Clune 
in August 1986, was complete when Francis Zak, former Associate Principal at Mohawk 
Trail Regional High School, assumed his duties as Principal of Mahar in March, 1987. At that 
time, Robert Hargraves, who had been serving as Acting Principal, returned to his position 
of Vice Principal, and Eileen Perkins, who had served as Acting Vice Principal during the 
interim, resumed her position as English Department Coordinator and teacher. 
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Superintendent Search 


_ Superintendent Carl Knowlton tendered his resignation in October 1987, in order to 
accept the position of Superintendent of the Rockport, Massachusetts School System. The 
Mahar School Committee is now conducting a nation-wide search to fill the position. Until 
an appointment is made and the new appointee is able to begin, Eileen Perkins is serving as 
Interim Superintendent. 


Personnel 


Olinto Paoletti and Ruth Robinson of the Social Science Department and Gino LoRicco 
and Penny Roche were hired to replace them. Sarah Wing, Chapter I teacher, resigned and 
was replaced by Betsy Pelz; John Palmer, Foreign Language Teacher, was replaced by 
Roberta Benson; Linda Dolph, Art Teacher, was replaced by Mary O’Loughlin. Ann-Marie 
Ellison transferred to the English Department, and her music position was filled by Rebekah 
Phelps. Linda Stone, Secretary in the Special Needs Office, resigned and was replaced by 
Joann Tresback and Jean Cameron, Tutor, was replaced by Geraldine Bixby. Edward 
Tompson was hired for one year to teach Business subjects for Patricia Campbell, who is on 
maternity leave. 


Mary McGuirk retired from her position as Cafeteria Manager and Valerie Dow was 
promoted from Bookkeeper to Manager. Linda Clukey was appointed Bookkeeper and was 
replaced as Snack Bar Operator by Mandy Chase.

In 1987, Mahar students continued to distinguish themselves both academically and in 

cocurricular activities. The Class of 1987 received over $29,000 in scholarships. Many of our 

students won District and State music awards, and many of our athletes were chosen for All- 
Star teams. 


Six Mahar teachers were chosen as Horace Mann Scholars and will be working on 
curricula issues in the 1987-88 school year. Several of our teachers have also been presenters 
at state conferences and other institutes.

We have initiated several programs to reduce the number of drop-outs and to respond 


to the problem of teenage pregnancies.

LIBRARY MEDIA 
Activities 
A Library Orientation program was conducted for seventh grade students. As a follow- 


up, seventh and eighth grade students used the library to work on library-related English 
assignments designed to acquaint them with various reference sources.
